T he term, Religious Education, has 
come to mean a specific thing in our 
country, namely, the training of the 
people in the local church in those 
deep m atters which pertain to the 
art of living. I am not now speaking 
ef the work of education In schools, 
««lieges and universities, but the work 
i t education at our doors, In the con- 
ffegation. 
Every agency In reacV 
should be employed to the utmost ta« 
this important mission. 
Indeed, the 
local church could be made a sort ot 
aniversity for ill the people, in which 
the simple, practical arts and virtues 
of «veryday life should be taught and 
enforced. 
Only recently 
has 
this 
special phase of the church’s work re- 
solved anything like adequate atten­ 
tion. 
The New Testam ent word for 
it is Edification. 


School of Religion Needed. 


Of course, the Sunday School is tho 
center for all this work, although th« 
activities of the church snould extend 
through the entire week and the Sun­ 
day School should cease to be so 
named. It should be called the School 
of Religion or the Church School or 
something else that indicates It to be 
an all-tbe-week activity. 
During this 
tim e various and sundry clubs, classes, 
musical organizations, culture courses, 
as well as distinctly religious meetings, 
should be held. Thickly settled neigh­ 
borhoods. as we shall see, offer fins 
opportunities for the development of 
things spiritual. 
The third task to which the church 
is committed is that of Christianizing 
the social order; that of infusing the 
spirit of Jesus into every nook and 
corner of our life. Nothing is foreign 
to the interest of the church.
